will require your con- | 


sideration: 
1.Elect one (1) Trustee 
to the Freeland Board 
of Education for a four 
(4) year term. Candi- 
dates, incumbent Donald 
Fraser and. Kenneth 
Youker.. 
2-Establish an opera- 
ting millage for the 
1963-1964 school year. 
(a) School operating 


millage established on 


an annual basis. 

(bo) The Freeland School 
District was originally 
alloted 9.5 mills by 
the Saginaw County Al- 
location Board. 

(c) The Bay Oounty 
section of our district 
however, was only al- 
loted 8 mills by the 
Allocation Board. The 
law states that we must 
levy throughout our 
district, the lowest 
millage granted to any 
portion of the district. 
It should be noted that 
effective as of the 
1964-1965 school year, 
this law has been 
changed with the adop- 
tion of the new State 
Constitution and start- 
ing with the above men- 
tioned year, we will be 
able to accept the 
highest millage alloca- 
ted by the County Al- 


| is the 


location Boards of ei- 
ther Bay, Midland or 
Saginaw County. It is 
our feeling that this 
most realistic 
approach to the money 
question and undoubt- 
edly will mean a con- 
siderable savings to 
our local taxpayer. 

(d) We generally ask 
our voters to grant us 
the difference (1.5 
mills) between the ori- 
ginal (9.5 Mills) allo- 
cation and Bay County 
(8 Mills) allocation. 

(e) This year we are 
asking for the same mil- 
lage as was granted to 
us last year. We need 
ten(10) mills as a min- 
imum to operate our 
schools. We can only 
collect eight (8) mills 
however, as set by the 
Bay County Allocation 
Board.Our voters there- 
fore, are asked to ap- 
prove a two (2) mill 
levy over the lowest 
allocation. Notes: (1) 
If we are forced to ac- 
cept the eight(8) mills 
levied, our district 
stands to lose better 
than twenty three thou- 
sand dollars( $323,000.00) 
in operating funds. (2) 
If we established ten 
(10) mills, our school 
operation will be only 
twenty two hundreds of 
a mill over the fifteen 
(15) mill total for all 
school operating costs, 
including Intermediate 
School District (new 
this year) County and 
Township costs, this 
represents only two 
thousand five hundred 
and thirty dollars 
($2,530.00) spread over 
the entire school dis- 
trict or a total of ap- 
proximately a dollar

aad sixty thkzee cents 
($1.63) to each tax 
payer. Remember, June 
lOth, 1963, you will be 
asked to make a decis- 
ion on two major areas.. 
In order; (1) election 
of one trustee to the 
Freeland Board of Bdu- 
cation; (2) establish 
an operating millage 
for the 1963 - 1964 
school year. 

The matter of voting 
for school operation 
millage is not by our 
own choosing. This sit- 
uation is created out 
of a peculiarity in the 
law and the fact that 
Bay County tradition- 
ally allocates low mil- 
lage to its schools.Our 
schools need ten (10) 
mills to continue its 
fine educational prog- 
ram. We are simply ask- 
ing for the same mil- 
granted 
to us by the voters 
last year.We are asking 
for your continued sup- 
port in this very im- 
portant area. You are 
not required to be reg- 
istered, to be a prop- 
erty owner, you must be 
a citizen of the United 
States, over twenty one 
(21), @ resident of the 
State for six (6) mon- 
ths, a resident of the 
school district for 
thirty (30) days.Please 
support the millage 
question for the sake 
of the educational wel- 
fare of the students of 
our district.
